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THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIESi 


The  State  Boud  of  Charities  waa  establiehecl  in  18€7,  and 
became  a  constitotional  body  January  1,  1895,  under  the  pio- 
Tisions  of  article  VIII  of  t^  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New 
York^  whidi  wba  adopted  in  X894.  This  artJole  of  the  Conetita- 
tion  provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Charitiea  shall  vieit  and  in- 
spect all  institutions,  whether  State,  county,  monioipal,  incorpo- 
rated or  unincorporated,  which  are  of  a  chftritable,  eleemosynar;, 
correctional  or  Teformatoiy  character,  including  institutions  for 
epilepticB  and  idiote,  and  all  reformatories  (save  those  in  which 
adult  males  convicted  of  felony  shall  be  confined),  and  excepting 
institutions  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  that  all  the  existing  laws  relating  to  insti- 
tutions above  mentioned,  and  to  their  superviaion  and  inspection, 
in  so  far  as  such  laws  are  not  inconfii«tent  wiUi  die  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force,  and  that  the  Legislature 
may  confer  upon  the  Board  additional  powers.  It  furtJiei  pro- 
vides that  while  payments  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages 
to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  institu- 
tions, wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for  care,  support 
and  maintenance,  may  be  authorized  but  shall  not  be  required  by 
the  Legislature,  no  such  payments  ^^all  be  made  for  inmates  of 
sudi  institutions  who  are  not  received  and  retained  therein  pur- 
suant to  rules  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  twelve  Commissioners,  one  from  eadi 
of  the  nine  judicial  districts  of  the  State,  and  three  additional 
members  from  the  city  of  New  Tort.  They  are  appointed  for 
terms  of  eight  years  and  are  required  to  reside  in  the  districts  and 
city  from  which  they  are  respectively  appointed.  The  President 
and  Vice-President  of  tiie  Board  are  elected  annually  frcMn  its 
members.  No  Commissioner,  while  a  member  of  the  Board,  can 
act  as  a  tnutee,  director  or  other  administrative  officer  of  any

Each  Commissioner  is  paid  actual  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  hie  office,  and 
receives,  aa  <!ompensation,  $10  for  each  day's  attendance  at  meel> 
ings  of  Uie  Board,  or  of  any  of  its  committees,  not  exceeding  in 
any  one  year  tlie  sum  of  $500. 

The  principal  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  visit,  inspect  and 
maintain  a  general  supervision  of  all  inetitutioos,  societiea  or 
aesociations  vrhich  are  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary  or  correc- 
tional character,  whether  Stat«  or  municipal,  incorporated  or  un- 
incorporated, made  subject  to  ite  supervision  by  the  Constitution 
and  the  statutes  of  the  State.  Other  duties  are  to  establish  rules 
for  the  reception  and  retention  of  inmates,  to  approve  or  dis- 
approve the  organization  and  incorporation  of  all  institutions 
which  are  or  may  become  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board, 
to  license  dispensaries,  supervise  the  placing  out  of  dependent  chil- 
dren, secure  t^e  just,  humane  and  economic  administration  of  all 
institutions  subject  to  its  supervision ;  advise  the  officers  of  such 
institutions  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties ;  aid  in 
securing  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommodation 
of  inmates  in  such  institutions;  aid  in  securing  the  best  sanitary 
condition  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  all  such  institutions, 
and  advise  measures  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  inmates;  aid  in  securing  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  such  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training 
in  institutions  having  the  care  of  children  as  is  best  suited  for 
inmates;  investigate  the  condition  of  the  poor  seeking  public  aid 
and  advise  measures  for  their  relief;  administer  the  laws  pro- 
viding for  the  care,  support  and  removal  of  State,  nonresident 
and  alien  poor,  and  the  support  of  Indian  poor  persons ;  collect 
statistical  information  in  respect  to  the  property,  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  institutions,  societies  and  associations  subject 
to  its  supervision,  and  the  number  and  condition  of  the  inmates 
thereof,  as  also  of  the  poor  seeking  temporary  public  relief. 

The  Board  is  required  to  report  to  the  Legislature  annually. 
Its  seal  is  the  arms  of  the  State  surrounded  by  the  inscription, 
"  State  of  New  York  —  The  State  Board  of  Charities."
